OF SALINAS INCOME 


Agriculturalists of Monterey 
county have been enriched by a 
gross return for their commodi- 
ties, gaining $207,340 in the $22,- 
824,312. revenue for 1935 in.a sur- 
vey issued by P. A. Kantor, coun- 
ty agricultural commissioner; A. 
A. Tavernetti, farm advisor, and 
R. Albaugh, assistant advisor, 

Lettuce, as usual, brought the 
largest single revenue in the. coun- 
ty, the return from 49,570 acres 
harvested during the spring, sum- 
mer and fall deal being * $10,340,- 
480, which was a. drop. of..$209,920 
from the previous year. 

Despite unfavorable market con- 
ditions due to overproduction, 
beans brought the second largest 
volume, being $2,362,500 for 45,000 
acres. Third was $2,033,333 in but 
terfat from 1700 dairy cows, with 
14,087 acres of sugar beets ac 
cruing $1,248,919. 

The total revenue from field 
crops was. $18,455,909. a drop of 
$237,171 from 1934, while fruit re- 
venue dropped $186,527 for a total 
of $891,610. 

The total agricultural revenue to 
the county did not include benefit 
payments made and still forthcom- 
ing from the AAA, whica is estim- 
ated at approximately $4,000,000 
by Tavernetti for sugar beets, 
corn-hog program: and wheat.

land, a decrease of about 100,000, 


acres from 1934, Tillable lands 
were unchanged at 254,059 acres. 
While irrigated lands increased 1,-

EDITORIAL 


Thirteen Month 
Calendar 


To give the students one more subject to argue about, 
of you know, it is based unalterably on the solar system with each 
year composed of 36514 days, which is thirteen months of 28 days 
each, with 1% days over. -By adding an annual day to thirteen 
months, 365 days are taken care of, and by. adding another day every 
fourth year the whole 365%, days are brought into the system. The 
extra month will be placed between June and July. The extra days 
unatached to any month or week will come in, in ome case, as a year- 
day .between December.and January, and as a leap year day, in the 
other case, between. June and July. This is a fixed: and simple system 
with few difficulties and many advantages. 

All months will have 28 days which will simplify pay checks, 
interest, working days, statistical tables, insurance and the like. Each 
month will have an* equal working time, with only four Sundays. All 
holidays, birthdays, and Sundays will be, on the same day of the 
month, the first of every month will be Sunday, and the last day 
will be on Saturday. The Fourth of July and Varannes will be on 
Wednesdays every year. 

Four equal quarters can be made, 
the U. S. Weather Bureau, astronomers 
long advocated this plan. 

What do ‘you think of this plan? Are you willing to leave this 
present calendar, made by whims of such men as Agustus Caesar who 
made his month, August, 31 days long because he wished to have no 
shorter one than Julius Caeser’s month, July, as it is? Thus the Ro- 
mans meddled with the Egyptian system making a calendar of: their 
own and Pope Gregory VII meddled with the Roman’s calendar until 
today’s. calendar appeared. Do you want your heirs born without a 
real birthday (if their birth falls on one of the leap year days); do 
you want to change your Own birthdate so. that it will correspond 
with the proposed calendar? Do you want the same days of the 
month to fall monotonously on the same day of the week year in 
and’ year out just so that the system can be simplified? Here is the 
subject; now you can go ahead and-argue about it.

In the City that graces the Gol- 
den Gate Jay A, Burg®ér first 
learned to say mama and papa. 
The actual date of his birth is 
quite naturally shrouded by that 
veil of modesty common -to all 
learned individuals; nevertheless, 
the secret is not quite so appar- 
ent as his looks reveal’ an age 
below that of thirty. Ambition in- 
®troduced itself early to this gen- 
tleman, for at an early age he 
harbored the fond idea of being 
a fireman. Such a state of mind 
was due mainly to his wish to 
drive the team of horses which so 
valiantly scampered four abreast 
down the streets of old. Not only 
did =the fickleness. of his young 
mind change this notion, but his 
sister and two brothers undoubt- 
edly interested’ him in some. live 
occupation of theirs. 


Three times Jay registered at 
yarious grammar schools while in 
San Francisco. During his attend- 
ance at these three schools his 
home was at Fort Winfield Scott. 
Hig father, at this time was serv- 
ing with the 91st Division. over- 
Seas in the great war. Later, the 
burger. family moved to Fort Lew- 
is, Washington. Here our principal 
character attended the Fort Lewis 
Grammar school where he per- 
formed for a baseball team which 
proved to be a champion, Then on 
to Lewis and Clark High, an in- 
stitution which imparted know- 
ledge to about 2400. students, 
which incidentally, was located 
near the plains where Colonel 
Wright defeated the Spokane In- 
dians. Here Mr, Burger (he’s grow- 
ing up you know) became. inter- 
esteq in all sports, especially the 
art of wrestling, It was in this 
field that he proved his athletic 
ability, being the top in his class. 
‘His scholastic attention was given 
over to the federal work of secret 
service. He had hoped to start as 
a. detective’s stenographer then 
later take the exam in order to 
become a ful! fledged “G” man, 
but fate intervened as we now 
know. All this time his high 
school curriculum was that of a 
fouryear commercial course. With 
the high school days behind, : he 
entered an institution of higher 
learning, Washington»State, where 
his time was fully devoted to his 
majors in  pre-legal courses of’ 
business administration and econ- 
omics and psychology.

BRIEF HISTORY

Salinas is a Spanish name mean- 
ing saltpits. The history of Salinas 
can be.traced back as far as 
1850 when it’ was used as a half 
way point in the Salinas plains. 
In 1860. a man by the name of 
A. Ricker decided that there 
should be a town situated at the 
half way point. So in 1867 after a 
long discussion with Deken Howe 
who owned’ all the land at that 
time east. of what is known as 
Main street decided to divide the 
land off into lots and sell them 
at a price of $50 each. 

The town then began to grow 
quite rapidly so in 1872 A. B. 
Harris was elected the first mayor 
of Salinas. Since that time Salinas 
population has been continuously 
jincreasing, from 1920-1930 popula- 
tion increased 5,952 and up. to 
present the popuiation is 11,700 
which shows that Salinas ‘is quite 
a growing city.
